'' HOW TO MARK THE BALLOT 


REMEMBER that three proposals relat- 


ing ta the license question will appear on 
the ballot next Tuesday, and every voter 
should express a preference as to each one.

Next in order comes the proposal for 


Ordinance No. l, which is the strict reg-

place a cross in the circle after the sentence 
beginning "For Ordinance No. i." 


The proposal for Ordinance No. 2 which 


is the wide open ordinance, comes next. 
This measure is so thoroughly vicious that 
it is not enough merely to ignore it and vote 
for Ordinance No. i. 
Every -citizen who is 


opposed to the evils of the liquor traffic 
should vo'te ag"i*»«t Ordinance No. 2, re- 
gardless of whether at the, same time he 
votes for license or prohibition. 


The No. 1 Ordinance would legalize the 


unrestricted sale of liquor in restaurants, 
in small rooming houses and in privately 
owned clubs in short, it would immedi- 
ately bring into existence an unlimited num- 
ber of liquor dives of the worst descrip- 
tion, It ought to be voted down by a ma- 
jority so .overwhelming that its frajners

by 


the Grace of God. 


The Grace of God was working 
through 


Humphry Davy. He turned his great skill to fash- 
ioning a simple thing, a miner's lamp that insured 
safety in the presence of Uic inflammable gases 
that had hitherto been so fatal a source of disaster. 


Then it was possible for the miners to work 


in the assurance that a Cornish boy had turned 
his genius to their safety. 
It was, further, a won- 


derful thing for the miner to think 'on that the 
Cornish boy had grown to fame, becoming a lec- 
turer at the Royal Society in London, an author of 
wide reputation, and a brilliant' scholar, and jet, 
during all this rise in his fortune, he had not for- 
gotten that while many enjoyed themselves in the 
Spring sunshine, there were yet many others down 
in his hcftue-land that were moving molelike in 'the 
darkness of the earth. 


The boy's father and mother, as I have said, 


called Him Humphry that was in the'year 1778. 
In 18 J 2 he received that other name from the 
King of England. "Sir" Humphry Davy, and in 
1818 he was made a baronet. 


In these democratic days, such distinctions 


seem less forceful than they once did, but they 
stood for the highfest hono'r from the nation that 
bestowed them. 


That means something, even today.
